Boston, January 17.—Althougl back- 
ed by eight niajority in the state sen- 
ate, United States Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge failed by three votes to 
obtain re-election in house. If 
there is no shift during the night, the 
joint convention tomorrow will send 
him back to Washington for a fourth 
term with a majority of one vote on 
joint ballot. 

Mr. Lodge today pojed 24 out 
40 votes in the senate, but in the house 
only 117 out of the 2490 members. The 
senate gave Sherman L. Whipple, 
democrat, 14 votes and Congresman 
Ames 2 votes. The house gave Whip- 
ple 109 votes; Ames, 6; Joseph Wal- 
ker, republican, 4; Curtis Gulld, Jr., 
republican. 1; John A. Thayer, demo- 
crat, 1, and Sylvester J. McBride, s0- 
cialist, 1. One democrat was absent. 

There were ten republican insur- 
gents in the house, and four of them 
threw their votes at Speaker Walker, 
and there was a perceptible tightening 
of Mr. Walker's facial lines when his 
name was announced, despite repeated 
declarations ‘on his part that he was 
not a candidate against Mr. Lodge. 

Governor Eugene Foss, who sat 
his room at the far end of the build- 
ing, refused to commenton the result, 
although for months he has fought Mr. 
Lodge on the stump and repeatedty 
predicted his defeat. Speaker Walker 
0 fthe house tonight sent a letter to 
the four members who cast their votes 
‘for him, asking them not to cast their 
vote for him tomorrow.

The Atlanta Teachers’ Aéssociation 
held a meeting yesterday afternoon, at 
which important action was taken in 
regard to the imcreaSe of salaries 
which the members have asked of the 
city council. 

There was a full attendance, nearly 
all of the four hundred teachers being 
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present. 

The meeting was characterized by @ 
business-like air and by comservative 
action. While the teachers were ter- 
ribly in earnest, they acted with delib- 
eration, and yet with a vim that show- 
ed they were determined to impress 
upon the city officials and the citizens 
of Atlanta that they had only asked 
for what was right, Just and fair. 

The association did three things: It 
protested against the action of coun- 
cil: it decided to employ an expert to 
examine the taxation of real and per- 
sonal! property with a view to showing 
council that there could be money 
raised to pay the advance in salaries 
asked for; it deplored the words cred- 
ited to Mayor Pro Tem. John 8S. Can- 
dler. : 

And last, but far from least, it ap- 
pointed a committee of three to meet 
with the Atlanta Federation of Trades, 

The Question of Salaries. 

The meeting was presided over 
the president, Dr. Theodore Toepel. * 

After the transaction of some routine 
business, the matter of a raise of sal- 
aries was taken up, 

A set of resolutions ‘from the execu 
tive committee was read, and before 
the resolutions were finally adopted 
several changes were made.

“LT have examined some of the assess- 
ments on real estate, and I have found 
that much property is assessed in the 
business center at far below its value, 
while small

“The teachers of Chicago had the 
tax books investigated and they found 
enough money for a raise in salaries 
and they got it.”

Valdosta, Ga., January 17.—(Spe- 
cial) —The trial of J. J. Harris, former 
agent of the Atlantic Coast Line rail- 
road, charged with larceny after trust, 
has been devoteg today entirely to 
the testimony of witnesses for the 
prosecution. 

The principal witness today was 
R. E. Allen, who was cashier of the 
road at the time Harris was agent. 
His testimony covered transactions 
between himself and Harris as agent. 
There was a voluminous mass of evi- 
dence in the way of aque bills given 
the cashier hy the agent for money 
collected, as wel] as drafts, receipts, 
etc. The books of the railroad com- 
pany were put in evidence and progress 
in the trial was very slow. 

While no evidence has yet been in- 
troduced by the defense, 


were any irregularitieés in 
the affairs of the road by the agent 
here, they came about through errors 
due to the overworking of the agent, 
and that there was no intent to de- 


fraud the road. 

It is also understood that Harris 
will attempt to show that part of the 
discrepancy in the accounts of the 
agency here was due to money paid 
for overtime to employees of fhe road. 

The prosecution claims that Mr. Har- 
ris, while agent, appropriated to his 
own use monéy received from ship- 
ments over the road. In eleven in- 
Stances, it is claimed, car loty and less 
than car lots of merchandise, shipped 
to firms in this city and refused by 
them, were disposed of by the agent, 
and the money never turned over to 
the cashier of the road. The attorneys 
for the road made the contention in the 
outset of the case that it was one 
against the state and the defendant, 
and not the railroad company agains 
the former agent.

In one painting 
a few lone trees bar the foreground 
of the picture and in the background, 
over the slight convexity of the hil- 
lock, is seen a line of tree trunks in 
procession, So skillfully are these 
trunks placed, so pleasantly ordered

RIGHT OF SELF-DEFENSE 
UPHELD BY HIGH COURT 


Even Though He Disturb Pub- 
lic Worship Man Not to 
Be Held Liable. 


According to a decision of the court 
of appeals, a man has a right to de- 
fend himself from attack even thougn 
he disturbs public worship in so doing, 
and thereby the higher court reverces 
the decision of the city court of Dblin. 

The decision was made in the case 
of Cummings against the state. Cum- 
mings was fired upon in the neigh  r- 
hood of a church, and returned the 
fire with his pistol. Hs. was arrested 
and convicted on the charge of dis- 
turbing public worship. The pres.ding 
judge decline@d to instruct the jury 
that the defendant was not gu.l.y of 
the charge if it was shown that he had 
fired to protect himself, and following 
the verdict of guilty, the case was ap- 
pealed. 

In reversing the decision, the court 
of appeals holds that “while ‘the stat- 
ute prohibiting “indecently acting” is 
very broad, it doés not prohibit a per- 
son from exercising the “highly es- 
teemed right of self-defense.’

National President Barrett's name headed the list of the high 


officials signing the resolutions. :

The resolutions recite that the representatives of these Ameri- 
can farmers believe that “government of the people, for the people, 
cannot be fully secured under the present method of electing sen- 
ators.”

The present method is, of course, the legislattve method. 


Yet, so far as anyone is informed to the contrary, the old legis- 


lative method will be invoked next summer to choose a successor 
to the nearly four-years unexpired term of the late Senator Clay. 


This, in spite of the fact that Georgia was one of the pioneer 


American states in the use of popular primaries instead of legislative 
jackpots for the selection of senators; in spite of the further fact 
that Georgia is a democratic state, and popular elections of senators 
a democratic principle; in spite of the further fact that the democ- 
racy is on trial throughout the nation; in spite of the further fact 
that a sinister object lesson of oligarclrical political rule is available 


at no greater distance than the state of Tennessee. 


The democratic state executive committee can eliminate this 
uncertainty, in itself a quasi indictment, by forthwith speaking out 
and declaring for a popular primary. 

Silence breeds suspicion, foments state-wide discontent. In this 
case it is the last policy that recommends itself to wisdom, from 
whatever standpoint the situation is regarded. 


= 
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FORCING CONSERVATION ON THE VAGRANT. 


Charging the grand jury at the recent semi-annual convening of 
the Hall superior court, Judge J. B. Jones recommended a rigorous 
enforcement of the law against vagrancy, and expressed the opinion 
that nine-tenths of the crime committed rose out of failure to sys- 
tematically enforce that statute. 

Making due allowance for the twin-evil of pistol-toting, so often 
and fatally associated with vagrancy, it is impossible to successfully 
controvert Judge Jones’ contention. 

His advice to the grand jury of Hall county might well be 
passed along in its entirety to the grand juries and the ‘polite au- 
thorities of every county and city in Georgia. 

The vagrant who is the product of prosperity, such as is almost 
invariably the case in Georgia, carries about with him the germ of 
the criminal. Into what species of violence and outlawry it will 
tlower is determined simply by opportunity and occasion. 

It is easily susceptible of proof, for instance, that a large per- 
centage of the crimes that have occurred in Fulton county, some of 
them unsolved, were committed by vagrants tainted by the bent to- 
ward chronic loafing. 

The weakest point in our treatment of the problem in this state

is the lack of uniform enforcement. 


As a ritle it requires a succession of burglaries or hold-ups or 
other criminal manifestations to jolt the authorities of the majority 
of counties in Georgia to a campaign of drag-netting which will 
eliminate the gentry that toil not nor spin. ! 

The crime rate falls for a time and vigilance is relaxed. 

As an inevitable result, the criminal gradually encroaches more 


‘and more upon law and order, becomes steadily more reckless and 
|impudent in his depredations, and ultimately the old state of things 


is reproduced, with the necessity for another scouring out. So the 
endless chain operates, year in and year out. 

The one remedy 1s, of course, the unflagging enforcement of the 
law against the vagrant. There is enough to be done on the public 
works in Georgia to consume indefinitely the energies of the vagrant

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OF ATLANTA’S SCHOOL HOUSES 


The public schools stand for educa- 
tion. We generally limit that state- 
ment and say they stand for the edu- 
cation of children. But why not take 
the broader view and regard them as 
centers of educational values and 
growth for young people after they 
leave the day classes? 

The school houses could be opened 
at night for the chidiren. In one 
place, at least, the children are a)- 
lowed to remain after school hours 
and the school building is turned over 
to them for a playhouse. 

In Philadelphia they are opening 
the school houses to the children and 
they come there because it is a choice 
between the street and the alley on 
the one hand, and the cheap theaters. 

In one room you will see the chil- 
dren singing and in another room 
they are cutting out pictures and 
pasting them in books, and in another 
room and in the hallways they will 
be seen engaging in some simple 
games. Everybody happy; everybody 
spending a clean, sweet, decent eve- 
ning together. 

This is not only preventive of other 
things, but in gathering the children 
together -in the social way you are 
forming the social life of these chil- 
dren, and if there is any placer where 
there is danger of our democracy 
breaking down, it will be in the 
growded centers of our great cities, be- 
cause of the crimes that are bred 
in this atmosphere. 

We can do another thing for the 
welfare of the child in this way. We 
can open the school houses for the 
rally of the pupils who have zone 
out from the school and are men, 
taking their part in 
world. They ought to be encouraged

to come back and. make the school 
@ center around which their interests 
shall gather and back to which their 
affection will ¢urn in the years to 
come. 

By so doing we can help not only 
the child, but the teacher and the 
parent. Particularly tf the parent 
feels that he or she is weloome at 
the schools. It should be the common 


‘meeting ground for all three, so that 


the child will feel there is a very 
close connection and sympathy exist- 
ing between home life and schoo! life. 

Inone city where the Parents-Teach- 
ers’ association was strongly organ- 
ized and had the co-operation of 
the supetintendent of schools, the 
school houses were opened to parents 
and children. In fi¥e months there 
were 320,000 parents in the public 
schools. With the parents and teach- 
ers in conference certain very definite 
and valuable things have been accom- 
plished. 

In the first place, it gives to the 
communities {in these great cities of 
ours a certain intellectual and moral 
uplift from the lectures that are de- 
livered, from the music and the read- 
ings, and the other activities fashion- 
ed by the school and the home. 

The school house should be open day 
and night for every sort of social and 
mMtellectual and moral uplift whioh 
the community needs. 

Realizing the needs and opportant- 
ties for organized effort for the wel- 
fare of the child in this and other 
phases of child life, the Congress of 
Mothers and Parent-Teachers’ Assc- 
ciation of Georgia is arranging to holé 
&@ state conference February 2-4.

Ed Losenberg Hurt. 


Ed Losenberg, of the Silverman- 
Losenberg Company, which occupies 
the second floor of the building, was 
painfully injured about the body and 
arms by being blown down a flight of 
stairs by a powerful draft which came 
from the burning building above.

Losenberg sustained no fractures, but 
was badly bruised. 

The only other painful accident of 
the fire was that which happened to 
Fireman Jim Cottingham, of Company 
No. 4.

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ROSTAND’S “CHANTECLER” 
INTERPRETED BY PAPOT 


Those who heard M. Benedict Papot 
interpret “Chantecler” last evening 
will not grieve with the French that 
Coquelin did not live to play the part.

There are those who sincerely De- 
lieve that a few general laws, supple- 
nenting the common law, together 
vith full publicity, are the best reme- 
for, and the surest preventives 
of, corporation abuses. If there is 
any virtue in publicity, it would seem 
that the abuses that were uncovered 
. few years ago in life insurance cor- 
porations will surely be prevented in 
iture—so far as the life insurance 
ompantes of N. Y. State are concerned, 
ihe annual report of the New-York 
Life Insurance Company for 1910, as 
submitted to the Superrntendent of 
Insurance, on January 11, covers one 
hundred and sixty-eight printed folio 
pages, and there is a supplement yet 
to come. The items of income, dis- 
hursements, securities owned, new’ in- 
surances written and the number and 
amounts of insurances in force, are 
given in a condensed form in another 
column, 

The report 


deals with tremendous 
aggregates—an income of Over one 
nundred and seven million dollars; 
payments to policyholders of over 
fifty-three millions—including nearly 
twenty-three millions for death losses; 
loans to policyholders twenty-five mil- 
lions; accumulated funds six hundred 
and thirty-seven millions. These are 
all items of money handied or in 
hand, while contracts for future pay- 
ments mount up to two thousand and 
thirty-nine millions, or four hundred 
millions more th@én all tne gold coin 
in the United States. The new’ poli- 
cies issued and paid for during the 
year were over sixty-eight thousand, 
insuring for one hundred and fifty- 
seven million dollars. 

When the New York law was 
amended last summer, allowing life 
a larger limit of new business, the lid 
was not taken off—as some people as- 
serted—in the sense of allowing the 
old abuses to be repeated. No com- 
pany is allowed to exceed the limit 
formerly established except in the de- 
gree in which it conducrs its business 
within the established expense limits: 
and a4]l will agree that providing the 
business is economically done, the 
more the better. The New-York Life 
was the only company that was really 
hampered by the law, and the meas- 
ure of its repressed energy is shown 
by a new business seven millions 
above the old limits, although the law 
only became effective in July last. It 
is a great company; economically and 
vigorously managed: and its annua!

row in Athens. 


Athens, Ga., January 17.— (Special. ) 
With Hon. T. G. Hudson, commissioner 
of agriculture of Georgia, presiding, 
the Georgia Breeders’ Association will 
convene Thursday morning at 9 o’clock 
in the main auditorium of the State 
College of Agriculture, in its second 
annual meeting. There will be a much 
larger attendance than at the initia} 
organiaztion meeting of last winter, as 
there are many more interested mem- 
bers, on acount of the fact also that 
there are a number of other ag- 
ricultura] gonventions and confer- 
ences in session in Athens this week, 
and maw‘iy will remain over to attend 
the sessions of this, perhaps the most 
@enecrally important meeting of them 
all to the great body of farmers in 
the state. 

The program contains the names of 
the teachers and scientific authorities 
who are to discuss the scientific and 
theoretical side of the questions, and 
also a number of practical, successfu! 
planterg whose experiences in carrying 
out these theories will prove of inter- 
est and profit to the large number 
who will be present. 

Dr. Soule, president of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, will lead the pro- 
gram in a discussion of “The Adapta- 
tion of Varieties to Soil and Climatie 
Oonditions.” Professor Bain, of the 
department of agronomy, will discuss 
for the convention ‘The Relation of 
Soil Types of Georgia to Varieties of 
Cotton and Corn.” CC. E. Brush, of 
Augusta, a prominent student of meth- 
ods, will lead the discussion of the 
members on these two papers. ‘Types 
of Cotton and Methods of Improve- 
ment,” will be the theme of the paper 
by Dr. R. J. H. DeLoach, professor of 
cotton industry of the State college.

Development of Law of 1908, 

In some respects, Senator Aldrich's 
plan seems to be a high development 
of the law of 1908 which bears his 
name, giving to national banks of ap- 
proved standing the authority to issue 
additional currency in tfmes of emerg- 
ency, secured by proper collateral. 

He proposes that the Réserve Asso- 
clation of America shall be chartered 
with a capital of $300,000,000, which 
shall be subscribed by national banks 
in amounts relative to their capitaliza- 
tion. Half the capital shall be paid in 
and the other half remain on call. Only 
the United States government and 
banks owning stock in the reserve as- 
sociation would be depositors therein. 
No interest would be paid on deposits. 
The government, however, would de- 
posit its cash balance and all its re- 
ceipts in the association, and all dis- 
bursements would be made through it, 
in much the same way as the Bank of 
England manages the finances of Great 
Britain. 

The association would offer to buy 
the ple om States bonds now owned by 
the national banks for circulation of 
bank notes, and assume the redemption 
of the notes they secure. As fast as 
national bank notes were presented for 
redemption notes of the association 
would take their places, which would 
be covered by one-third gold or other 
lawful money, and the remaining por- 
tion by bonds of the United States or 
other bankable commercial paper.
